Those who have dispassionately read tho
testimony and the proceedings of the trial
will have little cause to complain of this de.
cision. 'T'wo powerful influences were nr-
rayed in bohalf of the prisoner, and if the
proofa of his guilt had not been very strony,
they could have scarcely failed to resoue him
from his imponding fate. It was nataral and
honorable for the German socielies to exerl
themselves in his behalf, The feeling which
prompbo{l them to spare mo pains to secure
impartial justice to a fellow-countrymen who
complained that he was the victim of loocal
prejudice was creditable, but now, having

Schoeppe was zealonsly defended during the
trial in Carlisle by very able counsel,

The Governor has since given a patient hear-

alter the best legal and medical talent had
been employed for months in devising pleas
for a pardon. Rarcly or never before have
sach strenuous and continuous exertions been

oriminel, and their failure ean only be attri-
buted to the fact that it was beyond the
power of human ingenuity to explain away
the damning evidences of guilt.

The medical influences invoked were, in
themselves, a power of no small magnitude.
The impression seems to have been generated
that the main question at issue was a scien-
tific one about which the doctors, as usnal,

disagreed, and that the safety of all physi- |
cians was endangered by a conviction, on in- |

suffiecient evidence, of murdering by a pre-
scription. Very delicate points were thus
raised, and we can searcely wonder at the zeal
displayed by some of the learned membors of
this honorable profession in behalf of one of
their professional brethren.

But the business of the jury, the court and
the Governor was to decide whether Dr. Paul
Schoeppe was, beyond all reasonable doubt,
guilty of the murder of Miss Muria Stennecke,
and not to decide whether the best tests for
poison were or were not made by the chemist
who analyzed the contents of the stomach of
the dead woman. An unusually strong prim«
Jaoie caso was made out, It was shown that
Dr, Schoeppe bad himself purchased prussic
acid, one of the most deadly of poisons, on
two ooeasions, & short time previous to the
death of hia victim, His pecualiar relations
with the deconsed furnished at onoce extraor-
dinary motives and unusual facilities for the
perpetration of his crime. There was direct
(but not uncontradicted) testimony that the
kind of poison he is known to have purchased

supposed by one of the medical witnesses, in
conjunclion with morphine, one of the mo-
tives uf the alleged murderer was probably to
conceal the traces of his guilt by creating the
scientific puzzle or dispute which has added
such & peculiar complication to this oase,
The most essential medical question, after all,
was whother Miss Stenneoke died a natural
death, and the array of testimony on this
point, on the part of the Commonwealth, was
suficient to satisfly any impartial jury that
ghe had been overdosed with noxious medi-
cines or poisons.

If Paul Bchoeppe is indeed guilty, as all
$ho testimony soems to indicate, his guilt is
of an eapecially infamous character, To play
tho part of a lover to an old woman, and
alter perfecting arrangements to securs her
estate, to abuse the double confidence en-

joyed by him ss a suitor and a physician, by |

administering o deadly poison, betrays the
most execrable and desperate villasiny, It
fnvolves a degree of cruel treachery soarcely
equalled by ““Maobeth's” murder of his ul-ml;-
ing guest; and if we are to retain the system
of capital punishment, surely such men
should not be suffered to escapes the gallows.

Many of
the lowest grade of day laborers reocsive
higher wages than this, and an ordinary hired
girl who gots from two to threo dollars per
week and her hoard and lodging is vastly
better off in a peouninry point of view than
the edneated ladies who fill the arduous and
responsible pesitions of tenchers in onr
public schools, It spenks well for the caprit
o orps of the teachers, and their approocia-
tion of the i|1|pnr1:\n£‘n of their work, that
they really do perform their duties in an
eminently satisfactory manner for the miser-
able pittance allowed them,

The vity is cortuinly deeply in debt, and
there is p necessity for rigid economy in all
quarters, but the cily, no matter how great
its pectuninry emnbarrassments may be, cannot
nfford to pay the teachers in the public schools
loss than living salaries, and the action of tha
Board of Control in giving to the tenchors an
increase of twenty-five per ocent. over the
present rates onglht to be sanctioned by
Councils withont any opposition, This ad-
vance ought, at least, to be allowed to the
subordinate teachers, as even then the
amount paid thew will be far less than their
work is worth. If the inorease is given,
the first assistant  in the Boys' Gram-
mwar Bebool will only receive 3700 per annum,
and the lowest assistant only $500. In the
secondary schools the principal will receive
£800, and in the primary, #600, The lowest
assistants in the secondary schools will re-
ceive $180, and in the primary, S50,
These amounts are still disgracefully small,
but they will afford some relief, and in giving
them the city will Le doing at least a partial
act of justice,

The school-teachers work hard for the little
thoy do receive, and one reason why they are
not better paid is bocause the men who have
the appropriating of the money are most of
them totally unable to understand the mental
and physical strain to which they ara sub-
jocted, ‘Teaching is one of the most labori-
ous oconpstions that o mau or woman can

| nndertuke, and with very few exceptions it

is one of the worst paid. The teachers in
our public schools do not ask exorbitant sala-
ries, and a mere inspoction of the fignres will
convinee any unprojudiced person of tha
justice of their present demands. We hope
sincerely that Councils, at their next meeting,
will sanction the aclion of the Board of Coun-
trol with reference to this matter,

A omanracrenisTic seene  has  just been
onaoted in Tennessee. A few days ago, when
a planter's house was sssailed by masked men,
under the pretense thal they came to disarm
the negroes working for him, a smart skir-
mish ensued, one of the assailants being
lnlled and two mortally wounded. Instead of
arresting or attempting to arrest the despera-
does who make this wanton and unprovoked
assault, the sheriff arrested the planter and

In 1964, while in command of the cavalry at
Madrid, he placed Limscll at the head of hig foroes,
and joising Marshal O'lonnoll, the  recogolaed
leader of the Unlon liberal party, bronght the Viend-
varo lnsarrection to o snccesaful lssue, He subse-
guently held the post of Captain-General of the pro-
vinee of Catalonia, and teoeived the appointment of
o Senator of the realin.  In 1863 he was for the Hrst
time appointéd Captain-General of the island of
Cuba, » position in which he continued until the
pummer of 1566, 1y adinioistration wos charncter-
ized by & perscoution of the slave-tradoers, the inan-
guration of many reforms, and the formation of a
formiduble reform party in the 1slauwd. This course
giined him great popularity with the native Cubans,
bt centred apon him the amimosity and hatred of
the Spanish residents.  Previous to his return to
Spam, he visited tho United  Statos in June, 1866, re-
celving a princcly weleome (o New York olty,

Larly tn 1567, ueneral Dalee réturned to Caba, and
there marted & lady of weslth and high position,
the Countesa Santovenia. He then returned to
Spain with his bride, and when, In the summer of
1568, \he tras symptoms ol the discontent which re-
sulted in the overthrow of the Bourbon dynasty
were mwanlivsted, entored into the ravolationary agl-
tation. In company with Marshal Serrano, the pre-
sent Regent, and other prominent leaders, he was
arrested by the Government and exiled to Tenerife.
When everviing was ripe for the fingl blow at Lhe
power of  1subells, Dulte and his companions fleft
thelr place of extle and jomed heartily in the groat
revolutionsry movenent which drove she Queen
from the throge and country,

About the first of the present year, Genoral Dulce
was rewarded by the provisional government with a
reappointment to the Captaln-Genceralship of Caba,
which position he held scarcely (x months, béing
succeeded In June last by De Rodas, the present
Captuin-General,  As soon as he arrived in the
Isiandl, he attempted to Ingugurate a policy of con-
ciligtion, hoping thus to quiet the discontent which
hadieulminatod, & few months before, in the present
insurrection, s promises at the putset woere very
falr, and It s quite possible that, i he had been in
cotupand of toe island at the time of the uprising in
the mother country, he would have been able to pre-
serve Lthe Epanish dominion intact.  But his former
popularity with the pative Caobans, and his marriage
relations, caused him to be looked upon with suspi-
clun by the Spunish regidents, with whom he soon
cime Juto such disrepute that daring the latter part
of hls sdministration he was acoused of being In
lengue with the rebels, wnd openly deflad and in-
sllted by the Havana volunteers. Haviog been for
FORTSE pust to feehle health, he wasd unable to bear np
under all the complications and dificulties of his
position, and when, on the 24 of June last, & com-
migsion of the volunteers entered the palace and
demanded his surrender, they fonnd him oot very
reluotant tw sequiesee o thelr demands. In a shord
time he announced his resignation, and on June &
kadled for Spadn, without wwalting the arrival of his
successor, He had beon sullerlng severely with
cuncer, and (6 I8 probable that this complaint was
the canse of his death,
